The Philadelphia Association Fixes 
Its Standards. 


Result of the Committee’s Work in Arranging and Classi- 
fying the Individual Grades—Uniform System Will, It Is 
Believed, Be of Benefit to All Interests—Small Deal- 
ers Form an Association for Self-Protection. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, December 19, 1905.--The committee ap- 
pointed on November 23 by the Paper Stock Dealers’ As- 
sociation and which was given power to draft regulations 
fixing the grading and packing of stock has just completed 
its labors. A schedule has been agreed on and this morn- 
ing Secretary William L. Simmons received the first draft 
from the printer. It is the purpose of the association to 
have several hundred copies of the regulations printed 
on cardboard so they can be mailed to every packer of 
stock in the city. This will be done this week, and the 
new regulations will go into effect immediately 

The smaller packers, not clearly understanding the purpose 
of the association and fearful lest an effort is to be made 
to reduce prices, held a meeting las®night for the purpose 
of forming an organization. There is absolutely no inten- 
tion on the part of jobbers to do anything except to adopt 
regulations so as to ensure to paper manufacturers uni 
formity in stock and to remove the objections which the 
mills in the past greatly made. It is believed that when 
the packers see the regulations, as published below, they 
will understand that no movement against their best inter 
ests is contemplated 

It is the purpose of Secretary Simmons to have the 
regulations issued in Italian as well as in English “hey

REGULATIONS 


In order to have a more uniform packing, so as to retain 
the business of our local manufacturers and to be able 
to compete with outside markets, the Philadelphia 
Paper. Stock Dealers’ Association has adopted the fol- 
lowing regulations for grading stock: 

Racs. 

No wet stock of any description wilk be accepted 

Tare.—All wool stock shall be subject to an allowance of 
no more than 5 per cent. tare; cotton rags not more than 
314 per cent. tare on the actual weight of stock. 

Soft Woolens.—Must be free of skirted cloth, felt, gansies, 
delaines, cotton stock and flocks 

Cloth.—Old cloth must be free of satinets, waistbands and 
skeletons, and contain all of each color and grade. 
Mixed skirted cloth must be free of linings and satinets, 
and contain all of each color and grade. 

Bodies.—Wool bodies must be free of skeletons and de- 
laine bodies. 

Clips.—Mixed wool clips must contain all of each color and 
grade and be free of unions, satinets and pants bottoms 

Carpets.—Wool carpets must be sound stock, free of linsey 
carpets, buffer cuttings and carpet seams. Linsey car- 
pets must not contain rugs, mats, rag carpets or old 
horse blankets. Soft backs must not contain hard back 
carpets, jute carpets or rugs 

Cotton Rags.—No. 1 white rags must be free of dirty, 
burnt or filled rags. No. 2 white rags must be free of 
streets, colored, lime, greasy or burnt rags 

Thirds and Blues.—Must be free of reds, blacks, rubber, 
painted, lime or greasy rags. 

Bagging —Scrap bagging must be free of dyed or tender 

stock, rubber or any other foreign material. 


Satinets and Hard Woolens.—Must be free from corsets 
ind material foreign to rags

Paper Mills Enjoined. 

Concorp, N. H., December 19, 1905.—Judge Edgar Al 
drich, of the United States District Court, has granted 
preliminary injunctions restraining the Berlin Mills and 
seven other leading paper manufacturers of this State from 
using a certain pulp straining machine, which is said to be 
an infringement of patent rights, belonging to Catherine 
Van Epps, administratrix of the estate of her father, a 
well known New York inventor, who was the original 
patentee.

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TRADE AS A WHOLE ONLY FAIR. 


New York City Market Quiet—Business Fair at Holyoke— 
Boston Busy—Philadelphia Unsteady—Chicago Doing 
Better—Miami Valley Shows No Improvement. 


The closing year, with its approaching inventories, is re- 
sponsible for some of the quiet which pervades the market 
for all grades of paper. No one is buying with any free- 
dom, and practically all purchasers are taking only what 
they must to fill their own orders. Book papers are feeling 
the influence of conservative buying, due to the approaching 
printers’ strike, and purchases are only large enough to tide 
the consumers over until they know what is to be done. 
News is quiet. It is understood that some contracts are 
pending, which haven’t yet been closed, owing to disagree- 
ment as regards price. The weakness in manilas continues, 
and embraces nearly all grades. Conditions do not appear 
to improve at all in that market. Writings are reported 
quiet, though movement is said to be fair for the season 
and prices are reasonably well maintained. Bonds and 
ledgers share with writings in the general features of the 
market. 


Fairly Good Business at Holyoke.

Business among the mills has been fairly good the past 
week and manufacturers state that although a quiet period 
had been expected previous to the holidays, business has 
kept up remarkably well. 

Trade with the American Writing Paper Company has 
been good. Its mills are all running full and departments 
in general are handling a satisfactory trade. 

The Parsons Paper Company is filling the usual number 
of orders for its high grade papers and business is reported 
good. The cheaper grades of fine papers are also selling 
well and the company states that business will likely hold 
good until after the first of the year at least. 

The Chemical Paper Company reports a good trade and 
its mill is running full. 

Very little falling off in trade is reported from Berkshire 
County, and business in general is believed to be up to the 
average. Ferry. 


Busy Week in Boston,

This is a very busy week, the demands incident to Christ- 
mas calling for attention in addition to the regular routine 
duties of the trade. To get an hour or two off from day 
to day for a little shopping seems to be the desire of every- 
body, from the office boy to the boss; but the local paper 
business continues so active that the opportunity to absent 
oneself from work in the office, salesroom or shipping de- 
partment cannot be so easily availed of. Every depart- 
sment in every city paper jobbing house is crowded, and the 
paper called for by mail or the orders taken by the store 
salesmen are coupled with requests for quick delivery. 
The manila branch of the jobbing trade has been quite 
good of late, and no complaint is being made concerning the 
present movement of store wrappings. Jobbers handling 
writing papers, book and print papers claim to be quite 
busy. Representatives of the New England mills say that 
business with them holds up very well. True it is that 
they are out after orders all the time, and that they pick 
up enough business to keep the mills running from week 
to week. While price cutting is not generally admitted, it 
is conceded that the tone of the market on some lines of 
paper is inclined to weakness. And yet, on the whole, the 
close of the year finds the paper business in fair condition.

Philadelphia Market Unsteady. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPNDENT. } 

PHILADELPHIA, December 18, 1905.—Whil® the week's 
market was satisfactory, the time considered, there was 
little doing but the regular unsteady business. Labor trou- 
bles with the new year are looming up in the view of the 
printers and publishers more conspicuously than ever be- 
fore, and the employers, by advertisement and other meth- 
ods, are making every possible effort to prepare for the 
strike. There continues, consequently, a great uncertainty 
in their buying, because while these are heavy for such or- 
ders as they can rush through before January 1, they are 
deferring orders on other goods until doubt shall have 
been supplanted by certainty. 

Values are fairly well maintained, although for news 
quotations are very weak and frequently are cut. The de- 
cision of the newspaper publishers not to redeem from 
newsdealers unsold papers has generally reduced the num- 
ber printed, making demand for paper very much less, and 
on the other hand it has decreased the amount of old news 
available to the paper stock dealers. There seems to be 


more news on the market than demand can take, and the 


consequence is low prices. 


The board situation is very aggravating to jobbers be- 
cause there are such fluctuations that quotations on their 
part for a week or more ahead is almost impossible. At 
the same time representative jobbers point out that there 
exists in the Quaker City, with its vast textile interests, a 
splendid opportunity for a manufacturer of first quality 
boards to be used in jacquard looms. They declare that 
many patterns are used year after year and that a high 
class board which would last several seasons in loom work 
would readily be purchased by the textile mills and at a 
considerable advance over the prices now paid. 

While contracts for wrappings were made many months 
ago by the larger consumers, the holiday trade has stimu- 
lated purchases by the smaller dealers. There is plenty of 
manila paper on the market, and while demand is brisk 
prices are only steady. Tissues, too, are in fair supply and 
prices are steady. For book papers there is a small de- 
mand, and quotations are being shaded if they will take 
desirable orders. The open season is making the demand 
for building papers a very good one, and sales are far 
ahead of last year, although, because of the sharp competi- 
tion, profits are still behind. Demand for paper by the 
wall paper stainers continues to be very heavy.

Slight Improvement in Chicago.

Jobbers report a slight improvement in both volume and 
tone of trade the past week. This can hardly be said to be 
material, but at least enough to make the trade feel hopeful 
of much better things to come. The success so far, of the 
combination on straw and box boards as evidenced by suc- 
cessive, and, as the trade thinks, unwarranted, advances in 
prices have made other lines put on their thinking caps, 
so there are all sorts of rumors of applying the Parks 
pooling plan or something of that nature looking to price 
advances being applied to other branches of the paper trade. 
It is understood that the News interests, including Western 
mills and a couple of Eastern companies, held a meeting 
of a dead secret order in Chicago one night last week, and 
that a boosting of the market may result. Even the much 
demoralized Book market is said to be slated for a change 
of a purely arbitrary nature. Whether attempts to go in 
the face of the law of supply and demand would succeed is, 
of course, an open question, but there would probably be 
no harm in trying it. Anyway, prices have certainly 
touched bottom and an advance would be in the interest 
of not only the manufacturer but the dealers as well, if 
they would only summon up enough nerve to get the ad- 
vance out of the consumer, and they would not have to 
work a hardship on the last named factor of the situation, 
either. VAN. 


Little Improvement in the Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CCRRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 18, 1905.—Business conditions 
have not materially improved during the week, though 
they have not slumped sufficiently to cause alarm. There 
has been a fresh impetus among wholesalers who have 
sent out extra orders for wrappings, &c., due to the rush in- 
cident to Christmas shopping, some of the dealers having 
failed to properly anticipate their wants. The mercantile 
trade is satisfactory, though not a record breaker, as seems 
to be the impression, owing to the prevailing prosperity. 
The past week has been the busiest and, of course, the 
current week crowns the holiday activities. 

Usually the mills have a somewhat dull season at this 
time and this year has proved no exception. However, the 
state of trade has been all that could be expected, and there 
is small complaint from any quarter. The past month has 
witnessed a remarkable spurt in business, many firms claim- 
ing that the records of previous fall seasons had been 
eclipsed. The demand for the better grades of paper is 
keenest and the prices are about stationary. It is possible 
there will be a revision about the first of the year. 

One factor which last week threatened serious results 
has been eliminated from commercial consideration for 
the time and that is the lack of fuel. Most of the mills 
received extra supplies of coal this week, but how long they 
will be plentifully supplied cannot now determined. The 
arrival of fifty cars of fuel at the West Carrollton mills 
prevented an anticipated shutdown during the week.

Wisconsin Trade Suffers From Under Consumption. 


[Prom ouR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.eton, Wis., December 18, 1905.—“I have read what 
you said last week,” said a prominent manufacturer to me 
today, “about a manufacturer telling you he wrote for a 
catalogue to a certain house and didn’t get it because the 
house was so full of business it didn’t particularly care 
about taking on any more. To my mind the man who told 
you that struck the nail squarely on the head. It is the 
best explanation I have seen of the contradictory condition 


of the paper business being dull while other business was 
booming. This man makes it appear that the paper business 
is dull, not simply while, but because other business is 
booming. What he says, of course, applies particularly to 
book papers, but it may be that the principle will apply 
elsewhere. I believe it is true general business is so good 
that people are cutting down on their advertising, simply 
because they cannot fill their orders as it is. A whole lot 
of catalogues and literature that used to go out regularly 
is being held up, and will be till things quiet down some. 
The manufacturer is tired to death of opening his mail 
in the morning, and he says, ‘We don’t need to advertise 
any more just now; cut out that expense.” And they cut 
it out, and that is what is hurting the paper market today. 
The aggregate of these decisions is a formidable thing, and 
is creating the ‘under consumption’ that you have been 
talking about of late, which is thereby shown to be some- 
thing entirely distinct from overproduction under another 
name.” 

So far as business is concerned just at present there is 
no appreciable change one way or the other. Manufac- 
turers are not alone in complaining, but the jobbers, many 
of them, while outwardly smiling, tell you privately that 
they are not doing much. Fox River. 


Large Sales and Low Prices in Canada.

Toronto, Canada, December 18, 1905.—Large sales and 
low prices continue the feature of the paper market. An 
explanation given for price cutting is that the mills which 
cannot make the quality of their competitors’ goods have 
been meeting them by reducing prices. Other mills have 
retaliated until on some lines but little above cost is being 
obtained. General trade continues very brisk, though the 
absence of sleighing throughout Southern Ontario as yet 
prevents the final spurt expected in Christmas trade. L. 


Canadian Tariff Commission. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, December 18, 1905.—The Dominion 
Tariff Commission has about finished its work in the 
prairie Province and will go into Quebec and the Maritime 
Provinces as soon as possible. In the west there was a 
very strong low tariff tendency manifested. The Boards 
of Trade of Edmonton and Strathcona, the Alberta Farm- 
ers’ Association and the Canadian Soé¢iety of Equity 
maintained a strong plea for reduction of the tariff, more 
particularly on lumber, fruit and cotton goods. The spirit 
of the Westerners was shown in a memorial from the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade, in which the following sentences 
occurred: “While it is admitted that customs duties are 
necessary for revenue purposes, and that a certain amount 
of protection to Canadian industry may be advantageous, it 
is maintained that there is a limit beyond which a protective 
tariff cannot be carried without unduly and unfairly press- 
ing upon the consumers for the benefit of the manufactur- 
ers. It is maintained that that limit has at last been 
reached, if not already passed.” ee 


Water Rights at Carthage, N. Y., Determined. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 19, 1905.—Judge M. H. 
Merwin, of Utica, referee in the action brought by the 
Carthage Tissue Mills against the village of Carthage, the 
Carthage Electric Light and Power Company and others, to 
determine the respective rights to water from the State 
Dam at Carthage, has handed down his decision. Judge 
Merwin decrees that the respective parties under various 
grants are entitled to the following amounts of water: 
Carthage Tissue Mills, 4,300 inches; Village of Carthage, 
1,500; Frederick Guyot, 1,000; Carthage Electric Light and 
Power Company, 1,400; D. E. Waters, 1,000; Joseph V. 
Guyot, 1,400; Ryther & Pringle, 1,176, and whatever re- 
mains above the amounts belonging to the other parties. 
These amounts are all subject to the various rights of the 
different parties. The action in question has been before 
Judge Merwin for more than a year and many hearings 
have been given the parties interested. The decision is an 
important one, and appears to be satisfactory to all the 
power owners affected. B.

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DINNER OF NEW YORK DEALERS. 


“Fourth Annual” of the Paper Association of New York 
City at Hotel Astor—Speeches by President Linde, 
Comptroller Grout, Judge Moore and Others. 











The fourth annual dinner of the Paper Association of 
New York City was held at the new Hotel Astor, New 
Like its prede- 
cessors, the dinner this year proved to be an enjoyable oc- 
casion for the members of the New York trade and their 
invited guests. In addition to an excellent menu, which 
was deserving of praise, the affair was a pleasant one be- 
cause of the opportunity it afforded for a few hours’ social 
intercourse of those who are competitors during the rest 
of the year. 

The notable feature of the dinner was the witty speech 
of Judge Charles F. Moore, counsel for the West Virginia 
Pulp and Paper Company. The judge, although having 
but a professional connection with the paper business, re- 
sponded to the toast of “The Mills’ Delays” in such a happy 
vein that all who heard him wished for a longer recital of 
the shortcomings of the mills. The judge’s speech supple- 
mented in fine shape that of Comptroller E. M. Grout, of 
New York city, who spoke in a serious manner on phases 
of the work of the financial department of the greater city. 
As it would not do to have had both speeches in a serious 
vein, the judge rose to the occasion to the hearty satisfac- 
tion of the diners. 

The menu card of the occasion was one of the best and 
most appropriate novelties ever devised for a paper trade 
dinner. It was in the shape of a miniature bundle of book 
paper, the imitation of the genuine article being complete 
even to the frame and cord. On untying the string the 
bundle opened like a book, the courses of the dinner being 
printed on the pages. The boxes in which the sorbet was 
served proved to be a combination affair, being two boxes 
glued together, the smaller one, underneath, containing the 
sorbet and the upper and larger one being filled with 
Huyler’s chocolate cigarettes. A number of the diners at- 
tempted to smoke the latter, so perfectly did they resemble 
tobacco cigarettes. 

When coffee and cigars were served President Linde 
rapped for attention, and spoke as follows: “Gentlemen— 
In behalf of the Paper Association of New York, 
I am pleased to extend greeting and welcome. I am much 
gratified by the goodly attendance at this our fourth an- 
nual banquet. It indicates your continued interest in our 
association, its labors, aims and aspirations. I interpret it 
as a proof of your confidence in your officers and your will- 
ingness to support them in their efforts for the improve- 
ment of our industry. If I am right, it augurs well for the 
future and will stimulate us in our efforts to make this 
association a permanent power for good, a potent factor in 
regulating our relations with one another, with our cus- 
tomers and with the manufacturers. 

“I do not intend to go into details tonight. I have ex- 
pressed myself upon the live problems confronting us so 
often that my views are well known and need not be re- 
peated here. I will state, however, that in my opinion the 
wisdom of forming this association has already been fully 
vindicated by the results attained, and I have the utmost 
faith in its continued usefulness. 

“You are all aware of recent events. We have every 
reason to congratulate ourselves upon the success of our 
committee on relations with manufacturers in its negotia- 
tions with the manufacturers of high grade ledgers and 
bonds. Although this was accomplished by our local as- 
sociation, the matter is really of national significance be- 
cause it affects every jobber in the country who handles 
those lines. Our thanks are due to-this committee, of which 
our first vice president, Mr. Hazard Lasher, is chairman, 
for the able manner in which this problem was handled. 

“The action of the National Association (which we are 
proud to acknowledge our offspring) in employing a paid 
corresponding secretary is fraught with the greatest possi- 
bilities. Our plans have not yet developed sufficiently to 
show results, but Mr. Ridgway, who is well known to you, 
is busily engaged with the preliminaries. 

“Of course we do not expect to bring about the millen- 
nium. We cannot make a saint of a paper manufacturer, or 
an angel of a paper dealer, but we can teach both that their 
interests are mutual and that both can conserve them best 
by working in harmony. However, I do not wish to antici- 
pate. These matters will be fully discussed at the annual 
meeting of the National Association, which takes place at 
the Waldorf-Astoria in this city February 7, next year. 

“In conclusion, I wish to express my keen regret that our 
association does not comprise every paper dealer in good 
standing in this city. In what we have so far accomplished 
we have certainly demonstrated to our colleagues outside 
of the association that we have no personal axes to grind. 
Our efforts are for the benefit of the entire trade, not for 
a coterie or clique, and it seems, therefore, that these gen- 
tlemen should join us. We want their co-operation, their 
support and advice, and I desire upon this public occasion 


York, on Thursday evening of last week. 
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to offer them the right hand of fellowship and invite them 
most cordially to join us so that we may labor side by side 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Linde, in introducing Comptroller Grout, called at- 
tention to the recent disclosures of corporate and political 
iniquity, and drew a contrast between the men thus un- 
masked and the career of the Comptroller. 

Comptroller Grout was received with much applause and 
after some pleasantries he made a plea for the public offi- 
cial, pointing out that carping criticism of him was not only 
not well founded but impaired his usefulness. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the methods of carrying on th eim- 
mense business of the city of New York would compare 
favorably with those of any private business of like magni- 
tude. While the Comptroller talked in a conversational 
tone he nevertheless held the attention of his hearers. 

Judge Moore, of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company, on being introduced, said that he was connected 
with the paper manufacturing industry in somewhat the 
same way as the father of a boy, of the latter of whom it 
was asked, “Is your father a Christian?” “Yes,” said the 
boy, “he is, but he does not work much at it.” In that 
same respect he was a paper manufacturer. Judge Moore 
said that the profit that is allowed the paper manufacturer 
is so small that he cannot allow any of it to escape him. 
In Wall Street paper profits were so precarious and un- 
stable that they were not reckoned among the available 
assets. Paper profits were so small that every wise manu- 
facturer kept in his employ some good, honest lawyer to 
see that he received all the profit that was coming to him. 
That lawyer always served as a guardian of the innocent. 
The speaker said that he realized the great importance of 
securing a proper site for a paper mill. That site should 
be close to the supply of raw material, but more important 
than that the fact that it should be located at a remote 
distance from the paper dealer. There should always be 
a long stretch of railroad between the manufacturer and 
the dealer, because sometimes orders to which the manu- 
facturer was entitled came “in bunches,” and of course 
every manufacturer was always ready to give his solemn 
promise that the goods would be delivered on time. When 
this promise was not kept and when even the wood for 
that particular order had not been cut, then the manufac- 
turer was always ready to write to the customer that he is 
unable to make shipment because of the great scarcity of 
cars and the general demoralization of the railroad service. 
The troubles of the manufacturers were too numerous to 
mention. Of course, they were somewhat softened by that 
disclaiming clause which speaks of the acts of Providence 
and which like charity and the enamel on coated paper 
covered a multitude of sins. 

Speaking of the growth of the industry, Judge Moore 
said that we were wasteful in all our manufacturing work 
and that the only economy was in the oil of gladness that 
was carried in the standard pipes. He held that there was 
no field so promising as that of paper manufacturing. The 
man who could make paper to meet specific requirements 
could name his own price. What a wonderful benefit to 
the world it would be if one could produce a news paper 
that would retain its natural color instead of becoming 
yellow when it passed over the press, and how great would 
be the advantage if a man could make a paper on which 
to print stock certificates and which would be absolutely 
waterproof. How much would be the appreciation of some 
men if ballot paper was made so that it would vanish in 
twenty-four hours. How much trouble the lover would 
be saved if there could be made paper for writing pur- 
poses that could not be produced later. How widespread 
would be the benefit could there be made a paper satu- 
rated with a solution of moral sensibility, so that it would 
refuse to receive the mention of the crimes and scandals 
that the press now set forth. How highly prized by insur- 
ance companies and political organizations would be a 
ledger paper so opaque that the most expert accountant 
would not be able to see through the entry. 

It was a surprising thing that at the very time the dealer 
was telling the manufacturer that his paper was too high 
in price and too low in finish, he was telling his own cus- 
tomers that the paper was right in every respect and that 
it was worth more than the consumer paid for it. That 
was the reason the dealers were able to have a fourth an- 
nual dinner. The paper man was a diplomat, as was 
shown when a paper manufacturer received a telegrain 
saying: “Paper exhausted. Shall we shut the press down 
and charge to you?” and wired back: “No; shut up, and 
charge it to us.” 

Hon. Frank Squier, of Perkins & Squier, was called on, 
but excused himself from speaking. 

President Caldwell, of the American Writing Paper 
Company, was introduced by President Linde. He said 
that he should not make a speech. He expressed his 
pleasure at being present, and, referring to Judge Moore's 
speech, he said that his company did not receive telegrams 
such as the jurist quoted. As a rule the telegrams he re- 
ceived read: “Shipment received. All right. Send an- 
other carload.”

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NEW BOND PLAN APPROVED. 


United Box Board and Paper Company’s Reorganization 
Scheme Approved by Stockholders—Corporation 
Now Upon a Better Basis. 


\ special meeting of the stockholders of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company was held at Jersey City last 
Monday to act upon the proposition to reorganize the fin 
ances of the company and put it upon a more satisfactory 
financial basis Che proposition submitted by the direc 
tors was agreed to by the stockholders 

In brief, the meeting last Monday was called to authorize 
an issue of $2,750,000, twenty year bonds, bearing interest at 
6 per cent., the money obtained from this bond issue to be 
used in taking up liens now outstanding. 

Action was also taken on the proposed issue of $1,750,- 
000 collateral trust bonds sold a year ago for the purpose 
of raising money to acquire the stock of the American 
Straw Board Company. 

The new bonds will be redeemable at the rate of $50,000 
yearly, while under the present arrangement $350,000 must 
be paid annually. This has always been a heavy drain upon 
the corporation’s income, and the management believes that 
as soon as there is relief on this score the company will 
begin to make money 

Che plan finally adopted is somewhat different from the 
reorganization plan proposed hy President Barber at the 
annual meeting last February. In effect the original plan 
provided for the issue of $4,000,000 6 per cent. gold bonds, 
payable in twenty years and secured by a mortgage lien on 
all the real and personal property of the company, including 
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stock of the American Straw Board Company. The 
ioney from this bond issue was to be used in taking up the 
outstanding company, 
amounting to $1,125,000, and for taking up as much as 
possible of the underlying liens of the company, aggregat- 
ing $1,181,851, and also for redeeming the stock of the 
\merican Straw Board Company and securing to the 
United $250,000 additional working capital, for which bonds 
to the amount of $1,600,000 should be issued. 

Included in this plan was a scheme for recapitalizing the 
company by reducing the capital stock one half, which 
would have left the common stock at $6,934,126 and the 
preferred at $7,385,720. 

The plan was, therefore, to issue first mortgage 6 per 
cent. twenty year gold bonds, secured by a mortgage on all 
the company’s property, including the stock of the American 
Straw Board Company, and convertible at the option of the 
holder into 8 per cent. cumulative preferred or debenture 
stock at any time prior to January 1, 1909, and thereafter 
to be retired at the rate of $50,000 yearly for sinking fund, 
unounting to $2,750,000. 

Chat part of President Barber's plan which provided for 
the reduction of the capital stock was not popular, but the 
bondholders did not object, as a considerable percentage 
of them agreed to exchange their holdings for the other 
bonds proposed. These bondholders, it is said, promised 
to surrender their 5 per cent. bonds on a basis of $1,000 of 
the old for $1,250 of the proposed new issue. It was stated 
by an official that the proposition to reduce the capital 
stock could only be acted on at the annual meeting in 
February, consequently it was not considered at the special 
meeting just held.

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NEW BOND PLAN APPROVED. 


United Box Board and Paper Company’s Reorganization 
Scheme Approved by Stockholders—Corporation 
Now Upon a Better Basis. 


\ special meeting of the stockholders of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company was held at Jersey City last 
Monday to act upon the proposition to reorganize the fin 
ances of the company and put it upon a more satisfactory 
financial basis. The proposition submitted by the direc 
tors was agreed to by the stockholders 

In brief, the meeting last Monday was called to authorize 
an issue of $2,750,000, twenty year bonds, bearing interest at 
6 per cent., the money obtained from this bond issue to be 
used in taking up liens now outstanding. 

Action was also taken on the proposed issue of $1,750,- 
000 collateral trust bonds sold a year ago for the purpose 
of raising money to acquire the stock of the American 
Straw Board Company. 

The new bonds will be redeemable at the rate of $50,000 
yearly, while under the present arrangement $350,000 must 
be paid annually. This has always been a heavy drain upon 
the corporation’s income, and the management believes that 
as soon as there is relief on this score the company will 
begin to make money. 

Che plan finally adopted is somewhat different from the 
reorganization plan proposed hy President Barber at the 
annual meeting last February. In effect the original plan 
provided for the issue of $4,000,000 6 per cent. gold bonds, 
payable in twenty years and secured by a mortgage lien on 
all the real and personal property of the company, including 
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stock of the American Straw Board Company. The 


money from this bond issue was to be used in taking up the 
outstanding mortgage indebtedness of the company, 
amounting to $1,125,000, and for taking up as much as 
possible of the underlying liens of the company, aggregat- 
ing $1,181,851, and also for redeeming the stock of the 
\merican Straw Board Company and securing to the 
United $250,000 additional working capital, for which bonds 
to the amount of $1,600,000 should be issued. 

Included in this plan was a scheme for recapitalizing the 
company by reducing the capital stock one half, which 
would have left the common stock at $6,934,126 and the 
preferred at $7,385,720. 

Che plan was, therefore, to issue first mortgage 6 per 
cent. twenty year gold bonds, secured by a mortgage on all 
the company’s property, including the stock of the American 
Straw Board Company, and convertible at the option of the 
holder into 8 per cent. cumulative preferred or debenture 
stock at any time prior to January 1, 1909, and thereafter 
to be retired at the rate of $50,000 yearly for sinking fund, 
unounting to $2,750,000. 

That part of President Barber's plan which provided for 
the reduction of the capital stock was not popular, but the 
bondholders did not object, as a considerable percentage 
of them agreed to exchange their holdings for the other 
bonds proposed. These bondholders, it is said, promised 
to surrender their 5 per cent. bonds on a basis of $1,000 of 
the old for $1,250 of the proposed new issue. It was stated 
by an official that the proposition to reduce the capital 
stock could only be acted on at the annual meeting in 
February, consequently it was not considered at the special 
meeting just held.

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BRITISH WOOD PULP MEN MEET. 


Their “ Ninth Annual,” Held in London, England, Resulted 
in the Transaction of Considerable Business— 
Committee Reports a Feature. 


Lonpon, England, December 7, 1905.—The ninth annual 
general meeting of the British Wood Pulp Association 
was held at the London Chamber of Commerce on Thurs- 
day, November 30. J. V. Henderson was voted to the 
chair in the absence of the president, Capt. Edward Par- 
tington. The important business that came before the 
meeting is summarized im the report of the committee of 
the association. 

In regard to the joint conference on sampling and test- 
ing, the committee reported that a conference on this 
subject was and _ took offices 
of the Paper Makers’ Association on 
under the presidency of L. P. Andrews. As the other 
associations represented could not agree to the 
gates having plenary powers, it was decided to with- 
draw this right from the delegates of the association. 
There were present at the conference Dr. G. Schibbye, of 
Skien Sulfitfabrik (representing the Scandinavian cellu- 
lose associations); Alfred Bommen, of Viul Traesliberi, 
Christiania (representing the Scandinavian wood pulp as- 
sociations) ; Joseph Dixon, of P. Dixon & Son, Oughti- 
bridge, and C. R. Seddon, of the East Lancashire Paper 
Mill Company, Limited, Radcliffe (representing the Paper 
Makers’ Association); L. P. Andrews, of Andrews & Co., 
Limited, London, and F. Becker, of Becker & Co., London 
(representing the British Wood Pulp Association), and 
the secretary of the Paper Makers’ and British Wood Pulp 
associations. 

The chairman of the committee explained that the pur- 
pose for which the meeting was called was to consider the 
present methods of sampling and testing wood pulp, and, 
if possible, to recommend to their respective associations 
the adoption of a uniform method. During the discussion 
of this subject it was ascertained that the Scandinavian 
associations and the British Wood Pulp Association were 
dissatisfied with the present methods of sampling and test- 
ing, while the representatives of the Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation expressed their belief that the “wedge” method of 
sampling gave fair results to all parties. Mr. Becker gave 
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particulars of a number of tests to prove that the methods 
at present in use, including the “wedge” system, were unre- 
liable, and that even the same chemist could not get iden- 
tical results in two tests of the same parcel under the same 
Mr. Bommen described the methods in use at 
to control the moisture, and the different results 
from some tests at buyers’ mills. He thought 
that when pulp was freshly packed, the “wedge” method 
took too much of the wettest part of the sheet, and that, 
owing to the way sheets of moist mechanical pulp were 


conditions. 
his mill 
obtained 


folded and pressed, there was often a difference in mois- 
ture between the outer and inner parts of the sheet. 

After considerable discussion, the report states, it was 
finally decided that ten bales of wet pulp—five from Eng- 
lish paper mills and five from Scandinavian pulp mills— 
should be sent to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
testing house, and that five analysts should be asked to 
simultaneously sample and test these bales in the presence 
of any members of the joint committee able to be present 
by their ordinary methods and by other methods suggested 
to them by the committee, each bale to be separately test- 
ed, and their reports to describe fully their methods of 
sampling and testing, each whole bale then to be bone 
dried. The reports of the various analysts to be addressed 
to “The Joint Committee of Sampling and Testing Pulp,” 
care of the secretary of the Paper Makers’ Association, 35 
Queen Victoria street, E. C., and to be lodged with him 
before the results of the whole bale test are known. The 
reports to be opened in the presence of representatives of 
the Paper Makers’ and British Wood Pulp Association, 
and also of the Scandinavian Pulp Association, if they de- 
sire to be present, the cost of this test to be borne by the 
associations represented in the joint committee. 

Mr. Bommen, of the committee, desired that some bales 
three or four months old should be tested, in order to ob- 
tain information as to variations through age, such bales 
to be preferably stored under different conditions, but 
nothing was decided with regard to this suggestion. It 
has not yet been found possible to summon a second meet- 
ing of the delegates, but the committee stated that it felt 
sure that the matter will receive due attention from these 
gentlemen. 

During the past year several questions regarding the in- 
terpretation of various conditions of the contract note have 
arisen, and for that reason the committee is of the opinion 
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that several clauses require revision, and suggests that it 
be an instruction from the general meeting to the new 
committee to give this matter consideration. 

The following are among the principal points referred to 
by the committee: 

“(a) Clause 3 (sampling and testing).—There seems to 
be some doubt in connection with this clause as to who is 
responsible for the analyst’s fee when the difference does 
not exceed 0.5 per cent. The committee holds that the 
party who called for the test is liable, but the clause might 
be made clearer on this point. 

““(b) Clause 5 (force majeure).—A case was laid before 
your committee for its opinion as to the correct interpre- 
tation of the following portion of Clause 5, i. e.: ‘And in 
the case of deliveries spread over periods of time, they 
shall, when resumed, be made at the same rate as pro- 
vided in this contract,’ &c. 

“The case was as follows: The buyer had a contract 
spread over 1904, and during the latter part of that year 
the mill’s production was curtailed owing to scarcity of 
water, and, consequently, deliveries dropped behind. At 
the commencement of 1905, the mill was a good deal be- 
hind. The seller then claimed that he was within his 
right in beginning delivery of the 1905 contract before 
completing the 1904 contract. The buyer, on the other 
hand, was of the opinion that he was entitled to claim de- 
livery on the 1904 contract at the same rate as provided in 
the contract, before the seller had any right to make deliv- 
eries on the 1905 contract, the former having been entered 
into in July, 1903. 

Your committee replied to this that, while the majority 
of its members were in agreement with the buyer on the 
point raised, it had received information that a similar case 
had been submitted to two independent counsel, who ad- 
vised that deliveries on both old and new contracts should 
be made pro rata. If the old contract had entire preference 
over the new, it presupposes that deliveries on the new 
contract could not be made until the old contract was com- 
pleted, and counsel held that no judge would allow this, as 
it would be in restriction of trade. Your committee, how- 
ever, is of opinion that this matter is worthy of further 
consideration, as it is evident the clause as it stands is am- 
biguous. Your committee has been informed that the 


clause was also discussed at a meeting of the Scandinavian

The Diem & Wing Paper Company’s New Establishment in 
Cincinnati—One of the Best Arranged and 
Equipped in the West. 


Within the four walls of its big structure at Eighth, 
Eggleston, Sixth and Lock streets, Cincinnati, the Diem 
& Wing Paper Company has one of the largest and 
most modernly equipped plants for handling paper in the 
country. Besides the general jobbing business in all its 
branches done by the company, there are in the building 
several departments of manufacture of paper specialties 
which make the plant different in several respects from that 
of general paper dealers. 

A glance at the accompanying picture affords an idea 
of the extent of the big building, beyond the Sixth street 
wall of which is the engine and boiler house, from whence 
the dynamos are driven, all machines being operated by 
directly connected motors. The elevators are operated by 
electrical power, but are also equipped for steam in event 
of necessity. 

In removing from the “downtown” district the company 
smashed the ancient traditions regarding the essentials of 
location only to find any loss, if any followed, amply com 
pensated for in the economies of the multitude of conven- 
iences secured. The most conspicuous of these is in ship- 
ping facilities, for on the Eggleston avenue side, where the 
floors are at car floor level, there is a trackage for thirteen 
cars, which will soon be increased to sixteen. Here cars 
are loaded as late as 3 o'clock p. m. and sent on night 
freights to Columbus, Ohio, Richmond, Ind., Louisville, 
Ky., and other points, for reshipment at 7.30 a. m., thus 
saving one day on its deliveries. Similar advantages are 
secured in the receipt of freight. 

Packages and cases which belong in the basement are 
sent direct from the cars down the incline with but a single 
handling. The local shipping rooms are on the Lock street 
side and furnish the greatest convenience and economy in 
loading to the wagons. The arrangement of the stock and 
manufacturing departments is admirable, the higher 
grades, such as flats, writings, ledgers, &c., being carried 
on the second floor, the lower grades being handled further

up. The storing of the’ stock, including the roofing paper, 


in the basement. shows an excellent system, in which every 
line is so classified and placed that the amount of each can 
be estimated in a moment and shipments withdrawn with 
the greatest possible dispatch. 

On the seventh floor is the bag factory, where specialties, 
such as banana bags, flour sacks, &c., are manufactured. 
Some of these are printed in a variety of colors at one im 
pression. Here also are handled big runs of specially 
printed wrappers, mounting up into the millions. An extra 
printing shop occupies a portion of the sixth floor and in 
cludes a stereotyping outfit and other accessories. A ma- 
chine shop is also operated on the premises, in which much 
of the company’s special machinery is built and all repairs 





attended to. These printed specialties do not bring the 
company into the realm of the printer, the printing being 
but an incidental feature in the manufacture of the paper 
specialties 

On the fifth floor are the,waxing machines and the big re- 
volving mill cutters which handle the paper from six rolls 
at one time. Here are also located the ruling, punching and 
stitching machines, of the most modern type, all big pro- 
ducers. At the “flatiron” front at Eighth and Eggleston 
avenues is the main entrance, which opens into the offices. 
On one side of a wide hall is the counting room, with its 
several departments. On the opposite side are the execu- 
tive offices, jive in number, one for each managerial head 
of the various divisions of the business. The office equip- 
ment is of the bank type, heing of splendid oak construc-

Tne Car Shortage in Fox River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 18, 1905.—While there has 
been nothing serious so far in this valley in the car short 
age situation, the mills are often put to great inconvenience 
As one superintendent said: “You have to break your neck 
to get a car sent in, and then you have to guard it with a 
shotgun till you get it loaded, or someone else will get 
it away from you.” The mills have been able to get coal 
right along, but frequently there has been little surplus on 
hand. So far as the coal situation is concerned there is 
a decided shortage on the docks at all the lake ports trib 
utary to this region.

Toronto, Canada, December 18, 1905.—Practically every 
timber limit holder in the Province was represented by a 
deputation which waited upon the Ontario Government on 
December 8. The complaint of the lumber men and timber 
producers of all kinds was this: that there were large areas 
of timbered country in Northern Ontario which were un- 
suitable for settlement, but into which settlers rushed, tak- 
ing advantage of the free grants and homestead regula- 
tions, to secure possession of farms. From these they pro- 
ceeded to clear off the timber, with very disastrous results, 
as was shown by the large burnt and deserted areas. The 
timber gone, the settler shifted his camp. In the years 
between 1893 and 1905, of all the grants which had been 
applied for only 27 per cent. had been patented. It was 
suggested by the deputation that the Government appoint 
an inspector to go through a township prior to its 
being opened for settlement, and if it was found that not 50 
per cent. of the land was suitable for agriculture, not to 
open it for settlement at all, but

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Meeting of British Wood Pulp Association. 


In the report of the ninth annual meeting of the British 
Wood Pulp Association, printed on page 8 of this issue, will 
be found, among other things, a consideration of the ques- 
tion of the best method of sampling and testing wood pulp. 
On this subject a joint conference was held at which rep- 
resentatives of the Scandinavian Wood Pulp Association 
and of the British Paper Makers’ and Wood Pulp Associa- 
tions were present. Although there was an apparent agree- 
ment in regard to the method to be pursued, the report 
states that it has been impossible so far to summon a sec- 
ond meeting of the delegates. Perhaps the matter will be 
settled some time in the future. When the associa- 
tions on the other side do accept the final reports of the 


tests to be made the results will be read with interest here. 





Dinner of the New York Dealers. 


The annual dinner of the Paper Association of New 
York City has now become one of the regular social fea- 
tures of trade life in that great market. At the fourth 
one, held last week, the standard of excellence already sei 
by the association was maintained. «Its success and the 
growth of the association idea in the past four years are 
of unusual interest, especially in the light of the prophe- 
cies made when Lawyer Brewster first attempted to form 
the organization. At that time, it will be recalled, predic- 
tions were freely made that Mr. Brewster “would have 
his labor for his pains,” that the New York paper men 
would not work well in harness, and that, even if they 
should forget their differences long enough to get together 
in a meeting room, there would never be a second gather- 
ing, the scars resulting from the first encounter rendering 
the suggestion of another -battle as contrary to all the 
rules of war. 

With these Cassandra-like prophecies in mind the har- 
monious record of the association reads like a love story 
—minus the villain. Instead, therefore, of being the tale 
of blood that was predicted, the history of the organization 
is one of peaceful accomplishment that reflects great credit 
on its members. The spirit of level headed conservatism 
that has been shown by the association in its various move- 
ments is noteworthy by contrast with the dire prophecies 
of unruliness already mentioned. As stated by President 
Linde in his introductory remarks at the dinner, “the wis- 
dom of forming the association has been fully vindicated by 
the results obtained.” That this statement is true is evi- 
denced by the luminous fact that the dealers in six differ- 
ent sections of the country followed the good example of 
the New York jobbers in forming associations. The or- 
ganization of the National Paper Association of the United 
States put the final seal of approval on the action of the

better in having wrestled with the great and troublesome 
question of the grading of rag stock. The members of the 
New York association, while agreeing that something 
should be done to make the packing of rags more 
uniform, have feared to undertake the revision be- 
cause of the difficulty of the task. From this it might ap- 
pear that the Philadelphia stock men are more courageous 
than their brothers in New York. However that may be, 
the credit for a bold action certainly belongs to the Quaker 
City men. 

Speaking a short time ago of the difficulty of carrying 
out the plan of uniform packing of rags in the New York 
market, a prominent dealer said: “The trouble lies in the 
fact that while, say, half a dosen packings of domestic rags 
that reach this market are all good and perhaps are all No. 
1 whites, still those of us in the business know that white 
rags collected uptown are better than those collected down- 
town. This is partly because of the difference in the clean- 
liness of the localities. On the same principle, a New Jersey 
white rag is better than the same grade packed in New 


York, as it has not been subjected to the grime of the city. 


For the same reason an up-State collection is cleaner than 
those gathered in Jersey, and a New England white rag is 
perhaps better than those that come from up State. So it 
follows that any attempt to classify packings, making the 
stock uniform on each separate grade, should take these 
differences into consideration. If the thing were done 
properly, I suppose we would have about ten different 
grades of No. 1 whites. Because of the difficulty of the 
task the New York association has not as yet wrestled seri- 
ously with the proposition. Perhaps we will do so later.” 
From the above statement of the New York dealer the 
importance of the accomplishment of the Philadelphia paper 
stock men can be appreciated. As old rubber stock is now 
handled by a great many packers, large and small, that 
waste material was also included in the regulations of the

The A. P. and P. A. Convention. 


The officials of the American Paper and Pulp Association 
have taken time by the forelock this year in preparation 
for the regular business meeting and banquet of the as- 
sociation to be held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel Febru- 
ary 8 of next year. 

On the first page of this issue we this week publish the 
make up of the various committees of the association. As 
can be seen at a glance, they are representative of the vari- 
ous interests in the industry and are composed of men of 
reputation and standing in the paper trade. For the reason 
that the banquet is the big affair of the year to the paper 
men the selection of Arthur E. Wright as chairman of 
the banquet committee is a guarantee that there will be 


no disappointment on that score. The reputation Mr. 


Wright made for himself while secretary of the associa- 


tion is still fresh in the minds of paper men. From the 


committee on resolutions important work will this year be 
expected, as the matter of dividing the membership into 
active and associate will be in its hands for presentation 
active and associate will be in its hands for presenta- 


tion to the members of the association at its business 
meeting. 


Society of Paper Chemists. 


A society of paper chemists has been formed in Germany 
with a membership of twenty-four. The society is not in- 
ternational in the ordinary sense, but is a German society 
with membership open to other nations. The aim of the 


society is to be the advancement of cellulose and paper 
chemistry. 


Che society will, it is expected, further the scientific ad- 
vancement of chemists working in mills, encourage them in 
research, and make known to them the latest discoveries. 
With this end in view it was suggested that an exchange of 
letters should take place between members. It was in- 
tended that the work of the society should in no way in- 
fluence the commercial aspect of paper making, though, on 
the other hand, the society had in view the perfection of 
manufacture and methods. All members present concurred 
in this. The following were elected as officials: Willi 
Schacht, Weinfels, president; G. Beckman, Konigsberg, 
vice president; Dr. A. Klein, Lipto-Rosenberg, chairman; 
S. Ferenczi, Berlin, secretary; Prof. Dr. Vogel, Berlin, treas- 
urer. After the business of organization was completed, Dr. 
Klein gave a lecture on “The Chemical Process and the 
Formation of Plant Cellulose and the Sulphite Boiling 
Process.” The paper gave a full account of the new and 
old processes of working in the chemical department, and 
in addition treated the practical side of the question ex- 
haustively. Among the interesting points of information 
conveyed is the fact that pine wood grown on sandy soil 
gives rise to a larger percentage of gypsum in the sulphite 
liquor than similar wood grown in mountainous districts. 
This probably results’ from the fact that the first named 
variety of wood is rich in tannin, which in the course of 
boiling oxidizes a portion of the calcium sulphite to calcium 
sulphate. 

Dr. Klemm read a paper on “The Question of Water 
and Effluents.” He emphasized the fact that few mills 
realize sufficiently the importance of their water supply in 
manufacturing good paper. Many mills which have an ex- 
cellent soft water supply spoil it by using the water from 
the machine over and over again to dilute the pulp, so that 
the water gets more and more saturated with salts, which 
render it hard and useless for sizing. He further empha- 
sized the comparatively harmless character of the effluent 
from paper mills in contrast with the more dangerous ef- 
fluents from towns and other manufactories. He recom- 
mended that the effluent should, as far as possible, be dis- 
charged in a regular stream and not intermittently.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


A Macnine for Treating Wood Pulp so That It Can Be 
Shipped Dry Has Been Awarded to William A, 
Hall, of 135 Broadway, New York. 


William A. Hall, president of the Publishers Paper 
Company, of Portsmouth, N. H., has invented a machine 
for treating wood pulp so it can be shipped dry. In his 
specifications Mr. Hall says: 

“In the manufacture of paper from wood pulp it is at 
present customary to ship the pulp fibre or paper stock 
from the pulp mills (which are usually located conveniently 
accessible to the timber from which the pulp is made) to 
the paper mills (which are frequently located at long dis- 
tances from the pulp mills and nearer to the consumers of 
the paper) in a wet condition and in heavy sheets. 

“This is a serious disadvarttage in the manufacture of 
paper from wood pulp, in that the pulp when shipped wet 
from the pulp mills contains a large percentage of water 
and, being thus unnecessarily heavy, requires the payment 
of excessive freight rates, which in transporting this wood 
pulp at long distances is a very burdensome tax to the 
manufacturers. Furthermore, this wet wood pulp when 
shipped in the winter time freezes, and it is very difficult 
to remove it from the cars in this frozen condition, and 
difficult and expensive to thaw out. Also, this wet wood 
pulp when shipped in summer time, or if allowed to stand 
in storage for any great length of time at any season of the 
year, dries together very hard on the outside of the pack- 
ages or bales, the thick sheets of pulp coming from the rolls 
of the wet machines shrinking into compact boardlike 
masses, which cannot be readily disintegrated by the beat- 
ing engine, and the wet pulp is apt to mold on the insides 
of the packages or bales, making black spots, or resulting 
in objectionable discoloration. Also, in shipping the pulp 
in wet condition it becomes readily soiled, as dirt and cin- 
ders have a natural tendency to adhere to it. 

“The present invention has for its object to obviate the 
difficulties referred to by a novel apparatus for treating the 
wet pulp in such a manner that it will be practically dry 
before it leaves the pulp mills, and can be readily com- 
pressed into compact bales, and thus the cost of transporta- 
tion of the pulp will be greatly lessened, and the other ob- 
jections, as above noted, incidental to shipping the pulp in 
wet condition will be avoided. This object is carried into 
effect by an apparatus for drying the wet pulp in broken 
sheets or shavings, preferably by subjecting the pulp suc- 
cessively to the action of a series of steam heated rolls un- 
til it is practically, but not absolutely, dry; as it has been 
discovered that the hot rolls will not injure the fibre of the 
pulp if a very small percentage of water still remains there- 
in. In other words, the pulp will not be injured or burned 
by drying at high temperatures if the drying operation be 
continued only up to the point where the pulp still con- 

‘tains a very small percentage of moisture, though appar- 
ently, or practically, dry.” 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 is a sectional ele- 
vation of an apparatus embodying the invention; and Fig. 2 
is a somewhat different form of apparatus from that shown 
in Fig. 1, also embodying the invention. 

Referring to the drawings 12 denotes a tank for holding 
the finely ground wood pulp as it comes from the grinders 
and which contains a large percentage of water. In the 
tank 12 rotates what is known as the “mold,” which is a 
perforated or foraminous roller 13, connected with an in- 
terior suction apparatus, which draws the water from the 
pulp to the interior of the roll and causes the pulp to ac- 
cumulate on the surface of the roll, from which it is taken 
by an endless felt apron 14, which is pressed in contact 
with the roll 13 in such a manner as to take a constantly 
accumulating thin sheet of wet pulp from the mold roll 13 
and carry it over a couch roll 15, when it passes between a 
pair of pressing rolls 16 and 17, which remove the surplus 
water from the pulp and which are mounted in a suitable 
frame 18, and which pressing rolls are yieldingly forced 
together in any suitable manner by means of adjustable 
bearings, which may be regulated, as by means of hand 
wheels and screws, as shown in the drawings, to suit differ- 
ent conditions of work. 

In passing the wet wood pulp between the pressing rolls 
16 and 17 on the apron 14 the pulp adheres to the top roll 
16 and is taken off the apron. In thus treating the pulp 
it has heretofore been customary to allow a comparatively 
thick sheet of pulp, composed of a series of thin layers or 
windings, to accumulate on the top roll 16 by successive 
rotations of the roll, and such thick sheets were then cut 
so as to be removed from the roll, and were folded and 
bundled together for transportation, and these thick sheets, 
if partly or wholly dried, as by the exposure of the bundles 
or bales to the air, were liable to felt or shrink together 
in hard, board-like masses, difficult to disintegrate, as before 
stated. 

In the use of the present invention the pulp is constantly 
removed in thin broken sheets or shavings from the top roll 
16 of the wet machine by a stationary knife or doctor 18a, 


and falls down again onto the endless apron 14, so as to be 
carried to a second endless apron 19, preferably of canvas. 
The apron 19 passes over a series of hot rolls 20, preferably 
heated by steam in a well known manner, and each of 
which, into contact with which the broken sheets or shav- 
ings of dried pulp are carried by the endless apron 19, is 
provided with a stationary knife or doctor 21, which will 
remove the pulp from these rollers as it passes around the 
same, and cause it to fall upon another part of the apron 
in such a manner as to be carried to the next succeeding 
hot roll. The hot moist pulp is broken up or opened out, 
more or less, after passing around each hot roll, so that 
the moisture can the more readily escape therefrom in the 
form of steam, and the drying process is thus expedited. 
A suitable number of heated rolls 20 will be provided, so 
that when the pulp has passed around the last roll of the 
series it will be practically, or apparently, but not absolute- 
ly, dry. 

In connection with the drying rolls or cylinders 20 and 
the endless apron 19 co-operating therewith a continuous 
baling press 22 of well known structure and operation is 
preferably provided and into the hopper 23 of which the 
dried shavings or pulp may be delivered, so that in one 
continuous operation the pulp coming from the tank 12 will 
be dried and then compacted into bales for convenient 
transportation. 

In the form of the apparatus shown in Fig. 2 a series of 
separate conveyors 24 are preferably provided in connection 
with the drying rolls 20, about which passes the endless 
canvas apron or carrier 19. In this form of the apparatus 
hooded doctors 25 are provided for removing the pulp from 


the drying rollers 20 and causing it to fall upon the suc- 
cessive endless carriers 24. 

The invention is not to be understood as being limited 
to the particular forms of apparatus, or to the details there- 
of herein shown and described, as wide variations in the 
forms or details of construction of the apparatus for carry- 
ing the invention into effect may be made without depart- 
ing from the spirit of the invention. 


The Loss of Frank Garrison Mourned. 


AppLeton, Wis., December 18, 1905.—The death of Frank 
Garrison, of Grand Rapids, Wis., which was briefly an- 
nounced by telegraph last week, was a great surprise and 
shock to the trade and its allied interests in this region. 
While Mr. Garrison had not been in rugged health of late 
it was known to but few that his condition was at all seri- 
ous. The journey to Chicago to go into the hospital, the 
operation, almost immediately fatal, therefore came with 
quite stunning rapidity. The funeral occurred at Grand 
Rapids on Thursday of last week. Delegations representing 
brother manufacturers were present from all the Fox River 


Valley cities, as well as the paper making towns of the” 


Wisconsin River region. Chicago and Milwaukee dealers 
and trade representatives were also present. 
spect most of the business houses in Grand Rapids, to- 
gether with all the paper mills in that neighborhood, were 
closed on the afternoon of the funeral day. 


Mr. Garrison was one of the first men to embark in the ” 


pulp and paper making business on the Wisconsin River, 
being one of the founders of the Centralia Pulp and Water 
Power Company, one of the pioneer institutions. Since 
then he allied himself with other mills as they came to be 
built, the principal one being the John Edwards Manufac- 
turing Company, of which he was manager at the time of 
his death. He was connected with several banks in official 
capacity, and was interested in other enterprises into which 
a business man of growing means finds himself led. 

The deceased was born in Greenwood, IIl., November 18, 
1852. He was brought by his parents at an early age to 
Grand Rapids, where most of his education was gained and 
where later he interested himself in lumbering operations 
until the realization came to him of the possibilities of pa- 
per manufacturing. It was'in the late ’80’s that he estab- 
lished the Centralia mill, which was at first a ground’ wood 
mill, paper making equipment being installed later, when 
the time was ripe. He leaves a widow and four children.

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ForREIGN NOTEs. 


The annual 
Partington 


report of the directors of the Kellner- 
Paper Pulp Company, of London, England, 
states that the gross profits for the year amount to £254,- 
876, and with the balance of £109,547 brought forward from 
the previous year makes a total of £364,423. 

From January to July the quantity of Swedish wood pulp 
and cellulose exported from Sweden was as follows: Dry 
cellulose, 123,712,559 kilograms; wet, 12,583,772 kilograms. 
Wood pulp, dry, 19,627,528 kilograms; wet, 31,845,429 kilo- 
grams. These figures compare with 116,767,221 kilograms, 
10,460,360 kilograms, 27,090,970 kilograms and 41,768,385 
kilograms respectively in the corresponding period of last 
year. 


The new paper mill on Klostereen, near Skien, Norway, 
is now under construction and will be ready on September 
1, 1906. The main building will be 110 metres long. There 
will be installed two paper machines each 2,300 millimetres 
broad, with a pearly output of about 3,000 tons brown. The 
machines will be driven by steam. The new mill, which is 
situated near the harbor, has excellent transportation ac- 
commodations. 


According to Australian returns, the imports in 1904 
from Canada of printing paper amounted to £4,550 and 
other paper to £650. In the previous year the Australian 
receipts of Canadian printing paper were valued at £2,155 
and other paper £830. It is pointed out that large quanti- 
ties of Canadian paper are shipped from New York to Aus- 
tralia, and a considerable proportion of the shipments are 
credited to the United States as the country of origin. 


The imports of paper, &c., into the United Kingdom dur- 
ing November amounted to £487,776 and the exports to 
£168,693, an increase in imports of £46,873 and in exports 
of £6,937, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. The figures for the eleven months ended November 
show the imports of paper to be of the value of £4,771,340, 
an increase of £279,140. compared with January-November 
of last year. The exports during the eleven months 
amount to £1,789,779, a comparative increase of £70,538. 


The Japanese Government is conducting experiments in 
wood pulp making, and is producing some sulphite wood 
pulp in the northern part of Hokkaido. To the present 
time the results have no commercial value, however, and 
the output is of inferior quality. Sulphite wood pulp is 
used in larger quantities than mechanical, and comes al- 
most entirely from the Germans, though obtained by them 
from Norway and Sweden. England furnishes a small 
portion, while that from America is almost all mechanical 
wood pulp. The demand for wood pulp has been increas- 
ing during the last four or five years. 


According to information from France rags are becom- 
ing scarce. For years it has been hard to get linen rags, and 
now it is almost impossible to get them. Until recently it 
has been easy enough to get cotton rags, both white and 
colored, at reasonable prices, but this year has seen a change 
and now even cotton rags are hard to find. Within a year 
prices on even inferior grades have advanced from Io to 15 
per cent., and good quality stock has gone up from 15 to 20 
per cent. French interests declare that the scarcity is due 
to the activity of American agents of paper makers who 
are buying everything they can find. It is suggested that 
a duty be placed upon them to prevent American buyers 
from getting everything procurable. 


The Cellulose Company, Ltd. has been registered in 
London with a capital of £50,000 in £1 shares, to acquire cer- 
tain works, plant and patent rights lately belonging to 
Flax Pulp, Ltd., and to carry on the business of manufac- 
turers of flax fibre, cellulose, celluloid, viscose, flax, cot- 
ton and other pulps, users of flax fibre and other pulps 
for all purposes, textile manufacturers, spinners, flax grow- 
ers, seed dealers, paper manufacturers and merchants, 
wholesale stationers, manufacturers of and dealers in flax, 
tow, twine and all articles for which pulp can be used, &c. 
Minimum cash subscription, 1,000 shares. The number of 
directors is to be not less than three nor more than five. 
The first are F. D. Leslie, H. G. T. Hawes and J. S. Par- 
kin. Whether this company is related to the Flax Com- 
pany, of Niagara Falls, N. Y., is not stated. 


The British Consul in a report on the chemical, metal 
and other industries of Lyons, France, during the year 
1904, says: “Electrolysis has made no progress, especially 
electrolytic soda and chlorine. If the electrolytic soda in- 
dustry moves slowly, the Solvay system, which produces 
directly the transformation of sea salt into carbonate of 
soda, gains ground rapidly. A new factory of the Société 
Solvay et Cie. has been established at Salin de Giraud. 
This factory produces caustic soda by the caustification of 
carbonate of soda, and contributes in large measure to 
lessen the production of chlorhydric acid in the district of 
Marseilles. The low price of this acid in the neighbor- 
hood of Marseilles brought about a fluctuation in prices 
on the Lyons market. With the development of ammo- 
niated soda, produced by the Solvay system, this industry 
remains in close connection with that of sulphate of soda.”
